Jacobson leaving for St. Albert detachment

Staff Sgt. Jeff Jacobson 
is leaving the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment after 
the Victoria Day long 
weekend to take up a 
posting in St. Albert. 

The current Didsbury 
detachment commander 
has spent more than 
five years in Didsbury, 
and he also spent about 
two-and-a-half years at 
the Olds detachment as 
a corporal immediately 
prior to taking the job 


in Didsbury. He previ¬ 
ously served in St. Albert 
as a constable, and will 
return there as one of 
several sergeants in a 
detachment with roughly 
70 members. 

"I specifically listed 
a variety of places I’d 
be willing to transfer 
to looking at new chal¬ 
lenges that I’d be able 
to undertake. Certainly 
with (prior experience) 
in St. Albert I was happy 
with that option,” he 
said. 

Jacobson said while

Every day I just 
wanted to sit down and 
do more and more,” she 
said. 

She began showing a 
few of her pieces at the 
Saturday Winter Market 
at the Innisfail Co-op 
mall, and at the begin¬ 
ning of April, she decid¬ 
ed to display her work at 
the Didsbury Art, Travel 
and Trade Expo. To her 
surprise, not only did 
she sell two of her piec¬ 
es, Ryrie also won the 
People’s Choice Award. 
“I was astounded,” she 
said. “People from 10 
to 80 years old really 
seemed to like what 1 
was doing.” 

Back at home, Ryrie 
now spends as much 
time as she can perfect¬ 
ing her craft, with the 
blessing of her husband 
and children. “It is nice 
that we have our own 
business, because it 
allows Brenton the free¬ 
dom to say, T’ve got the 
kids, go into your room 
and do your stuff.’

If I had a buck for every 
time someone emailed or 
called to insist that “the 
federal government can¬ 
not legally collect income 
tax,” I would have long 
ago retired to sip red wine 
in an expensive villa in 
southern Italy. But want 
to give accountants and 
lawyers plenty of money, 
and judges plenty of 
work, in the years ahead? 
Try not paying income 
tax for a season or two; 
the courts will not come 
to your aid. 

Like any conspiracy 
theory, it is impossible 
to track every strand in 
the origin of the belief 
that income tax is uncon¬ 
stitutional. It appears, 
however, that Canadian 
myths are mutations of 
similar American tales. 
South of the border, there 
was in fact a ruling that 
some income tax was ille¬ 
gal. In an 1895 Supreme 
Court decision, Pollock 
v. Farmers Loan & Trust 
Company, a divided 
court found that the pre¬ 
vious year’s attempt by 
Congress to tax incomes 
(derived from property) 
was unconstitutional. 
Oddly, just 15 years ear¬ 
lier, the court unanimous¬ 
ly upheld the right of 
Congress to levy a similar 
tax during the American 
civil war. 

Regardless, the 
Sixteenth Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution was 
passed in 1913 and that 
cleared up any confusion 
and explicitly provided 
for federal income taxes 
to be levied. Thus, after 
1913, the federal govern¬ 
ment could levy a tax on 
income anywhere in the 
United States of America 
and promptly did so. 

In the late 1990s, back 
when I was employed by 
the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation, self-described 
“de-taxers" offered semi¬ 
nars and informed pay¬ 
ing attendees that income 
tax resulted from either 
a conspiracy or an unin¬ 
formed public. 

One reason the income- 
tax-is-illegal move¬ 
ment took off was that 
great money could be 
made. Most mythmak- 
ers charged people for 
their de-tax manuals or 
seminars. One pamphlet

The horrific murder of five 
Calgary students at a house 
party on April 15 has shocked 
and saddened people across 
West Central Alberta and indeed 
throughout Canada.

During a special council meet¬ 
ing on April 16, Mountain View 
County council observed a 
moment of silence for the mur¬ 
dered students, with reeve Bruce 
Beattie calling the case a tragedy 
for all concerned.
